Title of The Invention: Method for connecting leads to 
substrate wiring 

SCOPE OF CLAIM 

A method for connecting leads to a wiring on a substrate 
wherein the leads are connected to wiring terminals of a wiring 
board using a soldering material, the method comprising the 
steps of; 

forming a sloped section or a concave section at an edge 
of a substrate by selectively forming a layer of an insulator 
over said substrate; 

forming a wiring layer over the top surface of the layer 
of said insulator so that it extends over said sloped or concave 
section; and 

connecting the leads to said wiring layer via a 
soldering material. 
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
